Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  fourteenth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1938. 

In  October,  1938,  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  a 
circular  indicating  the  lines  on  which  the  Annual  Re- 
port for  1938  should  be  compiled.  As  far  as  possible  I 
have  adhered  to  the  suggestions  in  this  circular. 

Area 

The  area  of  the  District  is  9,284  acres. 

Population 

The  population  of  the  district  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar-General  for  1938  is  18,810. 

This  figure,  it  is  presumed,  is  estimated  for  Mid- 
Summer,  1938.  At  the  end  of  1938  there  were  5,600  in- 
habited houses  and  also  Great  Barr  Colony  in  the  district, 
the  latter  housing  over  1,400  persons.  A conservative 
estimate  of  3^  persons  per  inhabited  house,  plus  the  1,400 
persons  in  Great  Barr  Colony  give  an  estimated  popu- 
lation at  December,  1938  of  20,066. 

Inhabited  Houses 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the 
Rate  Books  at  the  end  of  1938  was  5,600. 

Rateable  Value 

I he  Rateable  Value  was  £98,232,  and  the  sum 
represented  by  a Id.  Rate  was  £358  nett  at  March,  1939. 

Social  Conditions 

.^he  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  are 
Mining,  Brickmaking  and  Agriculture,  the  district  also 
being  largely  residential. 
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Vital  Statistics 


These  statistics  relate  to  the  nett  births  and  deaths, 
after  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  as 
furnished  by  the  Registrar-General.

Of  these  426  births — 298  were  actually  registered 
locally — the  remaining  128  were  transferred  into  the 
district  from  outside  areas.  It  may,  therefore,  be  con- 
cluded that  only  70%  of  the  births  take  place  at  the 
parents’  usual  residence,  the  remaining  30%  taking  place 
in  Institutions,  Nursing  Homes,  etc.,  outside  the  district. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population  is  22.65. 

Still  Births , 17  (Males  10,  Females  7)  and  Rate 
per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  is  38.37  or  .90  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

Deaths , 172  (Males  94,  Females  78),  and  the  ad- 
justed Death  Rate  per  1,000.  of  the  estimated  resident 
population,  10.42,  i.e.,  the  Crude  Death  Rate  9.14 
multiplied  by  the  Areal  Comparability  Factor  (A.C.F.) 
1.14. 

Deaths  from  Puerperal  Causes.  Two  Deaths  resulted 
from  puerperal  diseases,  giving  a Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  4.6  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  was  15.1,  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  .60  per 
1,000  of  the  population.

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It  will  be  noted  that  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was 
considerably  higher  than  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 
This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  influx  of  young 
newly-married  people  to  houses  recently  erected  in  the 
District,  and/or  by  an  under  estimation  of  the  population. 

The  Death  Rate,  viz.,  10.42,  is  the  adjusted  Rate 
for  the  district,  and  is  lower  than  the  Death  Rate  for  all 
England  and  Wales,  which  was  11.6. 

Forty-eight  deaths  were  transferred  into  the  district 
and  26  transferred  out. 

For  the  year  1937,  the  Live  Birth  Rate  was  18.55, 
the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  1.22,  and  the  Adjusted  Death 
Rate  was  12.1  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age.  All 
infants  per  1,000  live  births,  37.5. 

Legitimate  infants  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births,  37.5. 
Illegitimate  infants  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births,  nil. 

The  Infantile  Death  Rate  (all  infants)  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  53. 

Last  year  the  Infantile  Mortality  for  the  district 
was  72.3. 

Nineteen  deaths  resulted  from  Pneumonia  as 
compared  with  15  deaths  for  the  year  1937. 

There  were  17  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  no  death 
resulted  from  Measles,  two  from  Whooping  Cough, 
and  2 from  Influenza.  No  death  resulted  from  Diph- 
theria. During  1937—28  deaths  were  due  to  Cancer. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  County  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  Stafford, 
supplies  excellent  facilities  of  the  examination  of  swabs 
specimens  of  sputa,  blood,  etc. 
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During  the  year,  640  reports  on  swabs  from  throats, 
ears  and  noses,  etc.,  were  received,  578  of  which  proved 
negative. 

Thirty-six  specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli;  and  90  other  specimens  of  blood,  etc., 
were  also  examined  and  reported  upon. 

Ambulance 

An  efficient  Ambulance  service  (for  cases  other 
than  infectious  cases),  has  been  maintained  during  the 
year. 


Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  was  no  occasion  to  engage  a special  nurse  for 
the  home  treatment  of  an  infectious  case,  as  institutional 
treatment  was  available  when  required. 

Clinics 

The  venereal  disease  clinic  for  diagnostic  and 
consultative  purposes  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall 
(for  both  males  and  females)  is  available  for  such  cases 
occurring  in  the  district. 

Hospitals  (Infectious  and  Otherwise) 

Most  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  requiring  isolation, 
are  sent  to  the  Walsall  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Goscote,  and  the  ambulance  service  for  these  cases  is 
supplied  by  the  Authority  affording  the  isolation  facilities. 

Other  infectious  cases  are  sent  to  West  Bromwich, 
Wolverhampton,  Little  Bromwich  or  Cheslyn  Hay, 
Isolation  Hospitals. 

The  Aldridge  Urban  District  Authority  continues 
to  be  a member  of  the  South  Staffs.  Joint  Smallpox 
Hospital  Board. 
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Other  Hospitals  chiefly  used  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  area  are  : — 

The  General  Hospital  (Voluntary),  Walsall  ; The 
Birmingham  and  Wolverhampton  Voluntary  Hospitals, 
and  to  a lesser  degree  the  Manor  Hospital,  Walsall. 

The  Hallam  Hospital,  West  Bromwich,  the 
Cannock  and  Lichfield  Hospitals  are  also  used  chiefly 
for  Public  Assistance  Cases. 

Mother  and  Child  Welfare 

The  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  also 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  conducted  by  Medical  Officers 
under  the  County  Authority. 

Water 

The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co.  supplies 
the  water  for  the  area.  The  quality  and  quantity  have 
been  satisfactory. 

Public  Cleansing 

This  service  is  conducted  economically  and 
efficiently  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector. 

The  drainage,  sewerage,  closet  accommodation, 
public  cleansing,  inspections,  and  other  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area,  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Disinfestation  of  inhabited  houses  from  bed  bugs 
is  carried  out  by  co-operation  between  the  owners  of  the 
property  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Spraying  and/or  fumigation — excluding  Cyanide 
preparation  has  been  the  method  employed. 

Schools 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  close  any  school 
on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease. 

I he  schools  are  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Educational  Authority.

Full  particulars  regarding  inspections  made, 
remedying  of  defects,  actions  taken  under  Statutory 
Powers,  overcrowding  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Sampling  of  Milk  and  Foods 

Repeated  samples  of  milk  and  foods  were  collected 
during  the  year  by  the  official  County  Sampling  Officer 
and  examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  and 
Analyst. 

The  particulars  of  the  administration  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designa- 
tions) Orders,  1923  and  1936,  and  the  action  taken 
with  regard  to  meat  and  other  foods,  including  the 
inspection  of  meat,  slaughterhouses,  shops,  etc.,  will  be 
found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


During  the  year  18  specially  designated  milk 
samples  were  examined  and  17  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Thirty-nine  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were 
examined  and  22  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and 

Other  Diseases 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases 

I understand  the  Provisional  Order  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  has  now  been  confirmed  by  Parlia- 
ment, and  that  the  Mid-Staffordshire  Joint  Hospital 
Board  which  was  constituted  in  pursuance  of  this  Order 
is  now  taking  active  steps  with  a view  to  the  acquisition 
of  a suitable  site  for  the  erection  of  a modern  Isolation 
Hospital  to  deal  with  a population  slightly  in  excess  of 
200,000.  The  Aldridge  Urban  District  is  included  in 
this  scheme. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

In  co-operation  with  Dr.  Crawford — School  Medical 
Officer — the  immunisation  of  the  school  children  has 
been  carried  out  as  in  former  years. 

The  “Two-shot”  method  was  employed  in  every 
case,  and  very  little  or  no  “reaction”  was  recorded. 

Dr.  Crawford  keeps  the  records  of  the  number  of 
children  immunised  at  the  various  schools,  etc.,  and  the 
following  is  a copy  of  his  report. 


Immunisation  Report 
Aldridge  Urban  District  — 1938 

As  usual  immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  again 
offered  to  all  entrants  in  the  schools  during  the  school 
year  1937-8,  but  this  year  the  Great  Barr  Junior  Church 
ii  l0  was  included  for  the  first  time  and  in  this  school 
all  children  under  8 years  of  age  received  consent  forms. 
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During  the  year  the  children  under  five  years  of  age 
have  had  immunisation  available  at  the  Welfare  Centres, 
but  the  response  has  not  been  very  satisfactory.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District,  Dr. 
Milne,  has  been  in  charge  of  the  immunisation,  and  has 
been  present  at  all  visits  to  the  schools  for  this  purpose. 

This  year  the  “One-shot”  method  has  been  dis- 
continued and  we  have  given  two  injections  of  A.P.T. 
(Sharpe  & Dohme’s,  Ltd.),  a small  dose  of  .2  c.c.  fol- 
lowed by  .5  c.c.  in  three  weeks  time. 

No  special  talks  on  immunisation  have  been  given 
to  the  parents  this  year,  but  every  opportunity  has  been 
taken  at  the  School  Inspections,  Clinics  or  Welfare 
Centres  of  impressing  on  the  parents  the  desirability 
of  having  children  immunised. 

In  1937  the  Aldridge  Urban  District  “Health 
Week”  was  held  at  the  time  the  consent  forms  were  sent 
out  and  a film  on  Diphtheria  was  shown.  This  helped  to 
increase  the  number  of  acceptances  for  that  year.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to 
all  general  medical  practitioners  for  the  treatment  of 
Diphtheria  occurring  in  the  area. 
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Antiscarlatinal  Serum  is  also  supplied  free  of 
charge  for  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  allied 
streptococcal  infections.

It  will  be  noted  that  26  cases  were  admitted  to 
hospitals. 


Nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  15  cases  of  Diph- 
theria were  sent  to  Isolation  Hospitals. 


Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  7 cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  admitted  to  the  Walsall  Isolation  Hospital. 
Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
were  sent  to  Wolverhampton  Isolation  Hospital,  5 cases 
of  Diphtheria  to  Cheslyn  Hay  Isolation  Hospital  and 
cases  of  Diphtheria  and  1 of  Infantile  Paralysis  to 
kittle  Bromwich  Isolation  Hospital. 
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An  analysis  of  these  infectious  cases  is  given  in 
the  following  table  in  age-groups  and  also  in  Parishes.

It  will  be  seen  that  four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
were  notified,  giving  a rate,  per  1,000  total  births  (i.e. 
live  and  still),  of  9.03. 

Of  these  136  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  the  follow- 
ing occurred  in  Institutions,  where  all  necessary  isolation 
was  available.  Pneumonia  13  cases,  Dysentery  2 cases, 
Scarlet  Fever  3 cases,  Erysipelas  5 cases,  Diphtheria 
10  cases,  Tuberculosis  6 cases.

Zymotic  Death  Rate 


Three  deaths  resulted  from  Zymotic  Diseases 
(i.e.,  Smallpox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Measles,  Diarrhoea  and  Fevers),  viz.:  One  from 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  and  two  from  Whooping  Cough, 
giving  a Zymotic  death  rate  of  .16  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 


Tuberculosis 

Twenty- five  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  entered  on 
the  Register,  14  Pulmonary  and  11  Non-pulmonary. 
Seven  cases  occurred  in  Aldridge,  5 in  Rushall,  4 in 
Pelsall,  2 in  Great  Barr,  1 in  Streetly. 

Six  of  these  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice 
otherwise  than  by  formal  notification  on  Form  A, 
and  two  of  these  six  were  transferred  from  other  districts. 

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  at  the 
and  of  1938  was  132  made  up  as  follows  : —

At  the  end  of  1937,  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
Register  was  120. 

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year 
was  good,  and  no  action  has  been  necessary  on  account 
of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

Six  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 
from  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  registered, 
giving  death  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  .32 
and  .106  respectively. 
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The  ages  at  death,  divided  into  sexes,  are  shown 
in  the  following  table.

The  table  shows  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  entered 
on  my  Register  and  deaths  from  this  disease,  classified 
according  to  age  and  sex  during  the  year. 

Thirteen  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register,  on 
account  of  death,  removal  out  of  the  district,  or  no 
recurrence  of  the  disease  for  5 years  or  3 years  for 
Pulmonary  and  Non-Pulmonary  cases,  respectively. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  Section  62. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  on  Form  C and  10  on 
Form  D. 


Mortuary 

The  Rushall  Mortuary  continues  to  prove  of  great 
convenience  to  the  Medical  Profession  in  general  and 
also  to  the  Police. 


Privies 

No  privy  was  eliminated  during  the  year  and  there 
now  remain  60  throughout  the  district,  the  majority 
of  which  are  in  isolated  situations  such  as  farms  and 
farm  cottages. 
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Vaccination 


It  was  not  necessary  to  vaccinate  or  revaccinate 
any  person  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox 
Prevention)  Regulations,  1917. 

General  Remarks 

It  will  be  seen  that  generally  the  health  of  the  popu- 
lation for  1938  was  very  good. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  (22.65)  was  considerably 
higher  than  that  for  all  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the 
Adjusted  Death  Rate  and  the  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under 
one  year  of  age,  were  both  considerably  lower  than  those 
for  all  England  and  Wales. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  although  much  lower  than  for 
the  year  1937,  is  still  rather  higher  than  the  Rate  for  all 
England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Boocock,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  continues  to 
be  a most  conscientious  and  willing  worker;  but  I still 
maintain  that  a greater  part  of  his  time  might  more 
advantageously  be  utilised  in  out-door  work. 

Mr.  V.  F.  Penn,  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Assistant, 
has  given  very  useful  service  — both  in  the  office  and  out- 
door. 

Again  I wish  to  thank  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
and  also  all  my  fellow  Officers  for  the  consideration  and 
courtesy  I have  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties 
during  the  past  year.
